BATTERY WITH PROTECTION CIRCUIT FOR PREVENTING MALFUNCTION

Specification 

1. A substitute specification including the drawings is required pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .125(a) 
because the original specification is no longer clear and concise after incorporating the changes 
in the preliminary amendment. 

A substitute specification filed under 37 CFR 1.125(a) must only contain subject matter 
from the original specification and any previously entered amendment under 37 CFR 1.121. If 
the substitute specification contains additional subject matter not of record, the substitute 
specification must be filed under 37 CFR 1.125(b) and must be accompanied by: 1) a statement 
that the substitute specification contains no new matter; and 2) a marked-up copy showing the 
amendments to be made via the substitute specification relative to the specification at the time 
the substitute specification is filed. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) because Figure 
2 does not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the description: "le" as the 
positive electrode, "If 9 as the negative electrode and "lc" as the positive electrode. See page 10, 
lines 14-16. Corrections are required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claim 1 and dependent claim 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
containing subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable 
one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and/or use the invention. 

Claim 1, line 12 recites . .the shield member is connected to an electrode other than a 
negative electrode of the battery." In contrast, the instant specification discloses "the shield 
member 13 is connected to the negative electrode Id of the battery la". See page 11, lines 27- 
28. Thus, it is not clear what the shield member is connected to. For the interest of compact 
prosecution, claim 1 is examined as reciting . .the shield member is connected to a negative 
electrode of the battery. . .". 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 



6. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. The terms "in a DC fashion" and "in a high frequency fashion" in claim 1 are not 
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defined by the claim, the specification does not provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite 
definition, and one of ordinary skill in the art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of 
the invention. For the interest of compact prosecution, both limitations are not taken into 
consideration. Also, it is suggested to define the term "DC" in the claim, rather than using 
abbreviations. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

8. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Takahashi (JP 10- 
255740). 

Takahashi teaches the use of a power source to prevent any interference with a radio due 
to electromagnetic wave. The power source comprises a plurality of batteries, a protection 
circuit (9), a shield member (4), and an insulating member (7). The insulating member is 
position between the shield member and the protection circuit and between the shield member 
and the battery (3). The shield member is connected to one end of the load; i.e., discharging 
terminal (5) and is connected to the negative electrode. See Figure 1 . The protection circuit as 
shown in Figure 3 is considered to be ground in numerical reference 5.

9. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by the prior art 
admitted in the instant disclosure. 

As admitted in the instant specification, the prior art disclose Applicant's invention 
essentially as claimed, with the exception that the capacitor (7) is not discussed. See Figures 1, 
3, pages 1-5. However, the capacitor is not recited as a limitation in either claim 1 or 2. Thus, 
the prior art admitted in the disclosure is anticipatory over the claims 1 and 2.
